WHEN his Majelty retired, the folldwing Peers 
took their refpeCtive feats according to their new ti- 
les — Dukes of Athol and Queenfberry ; Lords A- 

Delaval, Hawkefbury, and Suffield. His 
Grace of Norfolk took the oaths and his feat before 
the King’s arrival. The Duke of Northumberland 
was fworn in after Lord Hawkefbury. This cere- 

being performed, and the Peers having unro- 
bed, the Chancellor firft, and the Clerk afterwards, 
read the Speech.

ble their Lordthips. But although he felt his inca. 
ity in fuch an undertaking, yet he trufted in the 
a and dutiful regard the Houfe entertained for 
_ the belt of Princes, that what he had to offer would 
meet a general coricurrence from every noble Lord 
ee: It was a teftimony of gratitude for what 
“his Majefty had been pleafed to communicate, and 
@ congratulation on the Jate fortunate efcape of his 
life. To this he was certain every noble Lord 
would unanimoufly contribute ; and it was the more 
"Xo offer to their csadenaks. the motion he had 
was to do the fubje¢t juitice, as a confcioufnefs in 
his own opinion that it could not be oppofed, made 
him ambitious to offer his fentiments on the occa- 
fion. . He did not mean to prefs upon their Lord- 
fhips timé, and therefore (iould fay-but a féw words, 
merely to point out thofe particular parts of the 
Speech which to him feemed moft ‘highly deferving 
the‘ attention of Parliament. ‘The affurances of 
peace made by the different powers of Europe, were 
matters of infinite confequence to this country, 
which, whilft they refle@ted luitre on the care and 
attention of his Majefty and his Government, mutt 
afford fatisfaction to every perfon who had the wel- 
fare of his country at heart. A treaty of commerce 
with France was an objeét long defired by this king- 
dom ; and that treaty, it was now fignifed to us, 
had been obtained. ‘The merits or demerits of it 
didnot however come at this moment “under confi- 
deration ; that was to be a fubject of future difeuf- 
fion, and will be as he was inclinéd to think it highly 
beneficial to England ; yet if he fhould be ever in- 
duced to offer his humble opinion why he thought it 
fo, he confidered the prefent ‘as a very improper day 
to advance any thing which fhould wear the appear- 
ance of difcufling that point. His Lordthip then 
adverted to the {tate of the goals all over the king- 
‘dom, and thought that there: were peculiar thanks 
due to his Majefty for the plan intimated of freeing 
the nation from the great number of conviéts under 
fentence of tranfportation. Thefe, with a proper 
condolance on the death of the late Princefs ‘Amelia, 
were the heads of the Addrefs which he fhould take 
the liberty of moving; and he firmly perfuaded him- 
felf it rp age unanimoufly, and that no oppofi- 
tion would arife this evening to calt a thade over the 
bright colours of loyalty. 

Lord Dacre feconded the motion ; and having 
recapitulated much of what Lord Rochford had faid, 
and made feveral encomiums on the pleafing infinua- 
tion conveyed in the Speech, he hoped that an ad- 
drefs of thanks and of loyalty, fuch as he conceived 
the prefent to be, would pafs nemine diffentiente, 
This likewife induced him to rife on the prefent oc- 
eafion ; and as the Addrefs fpoke more im ‘its own 

raife than humble attempt at panegysic could 
ftow, he fhould not take up any more of their 
Lordthips time. 
The Addrefs was then read by the Chancellor, 
‘put and carried, and a motion made, that his Ma- 
fty fhould be waited upon, to know when he would 
te gracioufly pleafed to receive the fame ; after 
which their Lordthips adjourned to next day.

THE preliminary bufinefs being tranfaGted, abdut 
four o’clock, the Speaker rofe and informed the: 
Houfe, that in obedience to a fummons from his 
Majefty, he had attended in the Houfe of Peers, 
where he heard his Majefty’s moft gracious Speech, 
a copy of which he had allo obtained, aad wag tea- 
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dy to read to the Houfe. He then read the Speech. 
~ Lord Compton cofe to move the Addrefg.. He 
rejoiced, he faid, in that general tranquillity, by an- 
nouncing which the Speech commences; but in 
that fentiment he fhould certainly be followed by the 
gvoeral fympathy. To fecure’ that bleffing which 
peace beltowed, it was neceffary, as far as it could 
be done, to eftablith an amicable mtereourfe: with all 
our neighbours ; and “this patpofey the prapofed 


treaty, in his opinion, weat. very» {trongly and xery 
happily to effect.’ The! exertions alf® whiebr, 
been made to regulate and fimplify the ig ac 


counts, demanded both the feeling and the expref- 
fion of general gratitude; a portion of which, at the 
fame time,. was due to the efforts to give energy to 
our police, by tranfporting the coavicts in the man- 
ner propofed. In addition to thofe, there were two 
public events which had taken place fince the con- 
clufion of the laft feflion, which demanded the no-> 
tice of the Houfe; thefe were, the attempt made on 
the royal life, and the death of his Majefty’s aunt, 
the Princefs Amelia. ‘To thefe objects refpectively 
it was neceflary to pay a fuitable attention, and for 
that purpofe he fhould proceed to move an Addrefs. 
The Addrefs, as ufual, echoed the Speech, condo-| 
Jed with his Majefty on the death of his noble rela- 
tive ; congratulated him on his own providential c-, 
feape ;—and affured his Majefty, that the Houfe 
would apply the ftricteft attention to the difcyfhon, 
of thofe fubjeds which the Speech had feverally 
mentioned, 4 ae 
Mr M. Montague feconded the motion for'the! 
Addrefs. He felt, he faid, very ftrongly the pro-. 
priety of the obfervations which had fallen from the 
noble Lord who preceded him ; and alfo for the: 
fame fenfations of gratitude aud ¢xultation for the 
late horrid attempt on the life of his Majeity. He 
was happy that the framers of the Addrefs had not 
now the tafk of lamenting the events, and condoling 
with his Majefty on the effets of a ruinous war; 
feeling as we did the reverfe of fach a fituation, it 
was right to fecure its bleflings, and it'was eqaally 
wife.to endeavour to infure their permanency in the 
mao ier now propofed. We did not now attempt to 
extract from France profeflions of friendthip by me- 
naces. of hoftility, but with a much happier and 
more effectual policy, we claimed that sation as out 
fricnd, by making it her fnteref? to be foe. The 
meafure was evidently dicated by.the ma(thiberal 
and enlightened fentiments, and he trufted thatthe 
refult would bear a fimilar complexion, “He did not. 
with at prefeot to enter into the minute detail of that 
bufinefs, nor anticipate the deeifion which mutt fi- 
nally come from tné deliberative wifdom of that 
Houfe. It was neceffary, however, to remark, that 
while the conneétion fubfilted beeweén America and 
this kingdom, our valt capital was employed — 
whether wifely or not was no part of the prefent 
ueftion,—in endéavouring to improve and extend 
) oie monopoly. ‘The ties, which then connetted 
us, being now diffolved, it became neceflary to 
feek new channels fos the employment of our ca-, 
pital, and France, in that cafe, mult be firft to 
prefent irfelf to our ideas. It was a large’ “a § 
dom, the confurmption mouft therefore be great. It 


i ring ‘one, and thetefore the ‘retutn 
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cured us only a tardy annuity, when. eimplojed in 
the American trade, when direfled: to thar ‘with 
Fratice, would be converted into a fee-fimple,: in- 
ftant aod uninterrupted in its produce.. When the 
French Treaty therefore was concluded, as he ho- 
ped and trufted it fpeedily would, and when fome 
interfering interefts wete fecured by effective regula- 
tions, he looked on it that a new era would be o- 
pened to this country, when amity and commerce 
would go hand in hand, Too much praife ia that 
cafe could not bé given to the minifter by whom 
fuch a change was effected. His fame: would then 
ernulate that of his illaftrious father, >with the dif 
ference that, whilé the one derived his fame from 
the conduct of an arduous and fuccefsful war, the'o- 
ther would derive an equal glory from extending the 
manufactures of the kingdom, andiperpetuating the 
bleflings of peace. Pallet 3. | 
Mr Fox premifed a fpeech of coafiderablk length, 
by declaring, that he rofe not.ro makeba. fingle pb: 
jection to any one article, as far the, mere exprefli- 
ons went, either of the Speech or of the Addrefs. 
On the topic which had been mentioned, he felt in 
general with the noble Lord and Hon. Gentleman, 
and coincided in the fenfe of the nation, on the fub- 
ject of his Majefty’s efcape from the attack made on 
his perfon ; an attack which was highly to. be repro- 
bated, both on confidering the perfon of Aim on 
whom it was made, and on recolledcting, that had it 
unfortunately fucceeded, its perpetrator. could ‘not 
poflibly reprefent the character, or intimate the dif- 
pofition of the nation, which was thereby degraded. 
He did not arife, at prefent, therefore, to objet to 
any of thofe points, but was called on:by what had 
fallen from the Hon. Gentleman who had lait f{po- 
ken, whofe general opinions had. been .in fome. re- 


{pects extremely different from .thofe he’ at prefent~ 


entertained. He agreed with the Hon. Gentleman, 
that the prefent, confidered merely as_a feafon of 
peace, was preferable to many which had preceded ; 
and he allo agreed with him on the general and 
common obfervasions on the inutility of conqueft, 
and the benefits of commerce. But to oppofe peace 
to war, and commerce to conqueft, was a mode of 
reafoning not. more obvious than it was inapplicable 
on the prefent occafion. Of all the wars which had 
occurred fince the Revolution, this kingdom had 
not been led into a fingle one, through the Juit of 
conqyett, or for the extenfion of empire. What the 
motives of France were, it would be irrelatiye now 
to difcufs s—but. the wars of Britain; were wars of 
neceflity 5, they were. wars. which rofe unavoidably 
from the occation. Where then. was .the neceflity 
of inculcating forbearance.-vo. thofe w had hever 
acted wantonly, or of arguing. againit ,a, jealoufy, 
from which vour fafety had: arifen, by which 
it had uniformly been protedied ? lw iNeig 
therefore, every idea of vulgar or illibgral prejadice, 
he could not but think that the circambbances of iiu- 


‘taal hoftility, which had been:drawn imo the argu- 


m¢nty, could pot Operate ag motives to adopt th 5 
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insafure... The proximity and rivalfaip of the two 
naridas, rendered them in fome degree unavoidable 5 
they,¢ould not, in his opinion; be precluded by any 
meafure which f{peculation could devife, or power 
of either kingdom enforce; arid Were they to be for 
eversterminated, it was his fiacere opinion, that fuch 
an effect,, politically confidered, ws got to be, with- 
ed for by any lover of this country. To preclude 
all future animofities with France, would be to lay 
afide the initrament of our pean. and to refign 
what had been the means of ouir fafety. 

“Phe Hon. Gentlenian had faid, that our cuntefts 
with France had been the deftruction of our com- 
merce; but was ‘that the fact, or the real {tatement 
of the bufinefs? ‘That they had occaffonally proved 
a deftructive mterruption to our trade whillt they 
continued, he would readily admit. But did the 
growing progrefs of commerce at any time indicate 
a wound fufhcient to occafion a decline ? Was it e- 
ven the fact, that the years immediately fucceeding- 
ing our wars with France were the heatt profperous, 
or that the years preceding thefe wars had beea pro- 
grefively more flourithing ? No. The. very reverfe 
of this would appear to be the café ; and that the 
years immediately after a war had been uniformly 
marked by encreafe of commerce, which continued 
gradually to decline, until the reftlefs councils of 
our jealous neighbour had led the way to new-holti- 
lities. ‘The war cartied on in the reignof William 
and Mary, the leait defenfitle of any maintained a- 

ainft that kingdom, was yet diltinguifhed by the 
ce effects as to our*commerce, and alfo had its 
fhare in preventing that infidious Cabinet from gain- 
ing an overbearing influence in the councils of Eu- 
rope. Had a fyftem of mutual intercoarfe there- 
fore been then in exiftence, and, poffefling the ef- 
fe&s afcribed to that now propofed, had prevented 
the hoftilities of that period, was there any perfon 
who would fay that fuch a continuance of peace, 
confidered in a political view, would have been fa- 
Jutary to this kingdom? Judging then from the con- 
feqences of former contentions—judging from that 
experience, which, as the collected wifdom of ages, 
» mutt be confidered as fuperior to the opinion of any 
man, or any fet of men, even if their talents were 
equalled by their prefumption, there was no ftatef- 
man bit mutt confider a more intimate union with 
France, as an union with danger, and a meafure 
}’ Which would poifon all the courfes of our greataefs 
and our Grength. 

Impreffed as he was by thefe opinions, he could 
not but think that the Minifter owed to that Houfe 
a full account of the motives of fuch ameafure. A 
ftale pretence may perhaps be made, as on former oc- 
cafions, that it was highly dangerous to difcufs in 
that Houfe the fyftem of our European politics. 
That this plea held good on fome occafions, he ad- 
mitted ; but the prefent was a bufinefs too vaft in 
its extent, and too interefting in its complication, to 
admit of fuch an objection. It was neceflary to 
know, whether the meafure was intended as merely 
commercial ; if the-contrary, what were our motives 
for a political {connection with France? and what 
was yet more, what were the motives by which 
France was influenced on the, occafion? We had 
been even confidered by the Miniters of that king- 

- dom as a dangerous and fucce(sful_ rival, and their 
powers have been ag vaiformly bent to effect our de- 
prefion and-trumiliation. ‘That power, witcl was 
direéted under Louis the XIV: to eltablith the fu- 
periority of the Houfe of Bourbon over all the other 
{tates of Europe, was now much greater than at any 
former period. England had been always deemed 

P“infolent at the conclufion of a fuccefsful war, but 
France, perhaps with more juftice, lay under the 
fame imputation. What then could be the motive 
of the prefent change? It had been long remarked 
as a paradoxical contraft to the fluctuating difpofition 

“of her natives, that the cabinet of France have at all 
‘times direéted their politics with the moft rigid io- 
flexibility to the attainment of their point. Should 
we not therefore fufpeét a fecret purpofe in their pre- 
fent condust ? Should we not be warned by the pre- 
fent fituation of Holland, a fituation which was 
known to all. France, difappointed in her former 
efforts to fubdue that Republic by force, had recourfe 

“te art. She has fabfticated the appearance of friend- 
thip for menaces of holtility, and fecret divifion for 
open force, and by this change of conduét, feems 
likely to effect her purpofe.’ From the intrigues of 
France on this occafion, we fhoald learn to fear her 
intimacy ; and in the hiftory of Holland, we may 
read the ufeful leffon, that the purfuit of wealth and 
commerce may be carried too far ; that though con- 
queft is more-fplendid than ufeful, yet national jca- 
loafy is alfo requifiré; and that. by refigning our- 
felves to fuch an intimate and implicit confidence, 
we may effect the ruin of a ftate which has bid-de- 
fiance to avowed ‘hoftility. 

In fpeaking of the Speech from the Throne, he 

had faid, that he did not objeé to its claufes as far 
as they went, but there was certainly fome room for 
crimination on the fcore of an obvious deficiency. 
“When his Majefty’s Minifters recommended the trea- 
ty with France to the difcuflion of that Houfe, they 
thould at the fame time have given them fach colla- 
teral information, as would. have convinced them of 
the propriety of theif proceeding. ‘They thould have 
been told whether the treaty with Raflia was con- 
cluded : —how far the treaty with Spain would in- 
volye the interelts of France; and above all, whether 
the treaty with Portugal was approaching to a con- 
clufion. On the fubje& of the treaty with Ruflia, 
he could fcarcely entertain a doubt, that at all events 
it was nearly concluded, as it was now near a twelve- 
month fince minifters had boafted of the eafe with 
which that bufinefs may be effeéted; and as they 
muft have {poken ftom certain information, any de- 
lay mutt of courfe be an imputation on their induftry. 
As little could he doubt, but that the treaty with 
Spaio-had received a fufficient degree of attention, 
‘as there were feveral of our manufa@tures which fo 
greatly depended on the raw-materials of that king- 
dom, with which an intimate friend{hip was necef- 
fary to fecure them a conftant and unburthened fup- 
ply. With regard to the article of the definitive 
treaty which was alluded to in his Majelty’s Speech, 

he did not thick that a due performance of it, by a- 
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“tal to their interefts.

tations from our commerce with France, he fhould 
have no difficulty in rejefing the latter. —Thefe 
were ferious objects, and demanded an adequate de. 
gree of confideration 5 itwas therefore to be expec. 
ed, that the information which had been with sheld 
inthe Speech, would be amply fupplied bythofe 
who, from their official fnuations, were qualified wg 
give it with authenticity. 
He then adverted to the treaty of Utrecht, tp 
which the one now propofed was nearly fimilar: jg, 
its features and its outlines; the objeGions, hecon. . 
tended, to that treaty,,{tood in full and even-encteaf 
ed force to the copy which was now brought fore. 
ward. If we were then apprebenfive of the effediy 
of atreaty with France, our apprehenfion fhould 
certainly grow with the prefent encreafe of -her 
power. Her armies, it was true, were lefe: but 
that circumftance only ferved to prove, that quiti 
her former ineffectual procefs, and abendéemy al 
ideas of continental wars, fhe had now applied her. . 
felf to the encreafe of hes naval ftrength, and ig 
therefore the more dangerous enemy to Britain, ag 
in the confcious plenitude of her power, the has’ 
oppofed herfelf to us in that point where our force 
avowedly lay, and where, on former océafions,: the r 
ftudioufly fhrunk from comparifon, To. ftrengthen 
the hands of France in this particular ;.tocenereafe. 
her refources at the expence of our own’; and to 
give to her artifice what we have denied to her 
power, would, in his opinion, be the effe& ofthe 
prefent treaty ; and on that grouad, though 
for the prefent Addrefs, the treaty fhould phos 
meet his firm oppofition. 
Mr Pitt exprefled his farprife on obferving the
